The subject of Mrs. Fowler's lecture, on 


Wednesday nfternoon, was Digestion. 


She said thuta great law, inscribed on our 


being, is change. 


" Passing away, slug the breeze and the rill." 


That all Na;ure is in a state of mutation. 


The rocks and the mountains nre compara- 
tively iho same, to-day, yesterdny and to- 
morrow, but our senses apprise its of the 
fact, that we lire in » constant state of pro- 
gression ; that from infancy we advance to 
childhood, then to youth, and maturity, till 
we pass into imbecile second childhood, and 
finally dust, mingles to dust, nnd we pass 
from 
I he sleep of death to " that bourue 


whence no traveller returns." 
At birth we 


are pigmies, insignificant in size and strength. 
As years roll on, we increase in stature, our 
limbs, once so dirninntivu and slender, be- 
come firm and enlarged, our vital frame ex- 
pands, and we attain the size of maturity, 
vvilh physical strength, vitality and power. 
When the body attains its man/nun growth; 


it. is said that every particle changes once-.in 
7 years ; that though we may feel that we 
have tho same identity ihnt we had years 
ago, still every particle of matter that con- 
gregates 
the spiritual essence—I- 


that part of us which thinks, joys and sor- 
rows, tins been in a transition stato. 


If thero be this constant waste iu our sys- 


tems, ihis constant and rapid change in the 
molecular particles that compose the body, 
there is (in imperious necessity for us in 
somo way to introduce nourishment, which 
shall not only counteract this decay, but shall 
add fresh supplies to our stock of vitality.— 
If we wore etherial beings, and could live 
on air or on spiritual essence, we might en- 
joy ourselves in the sunlight of thought and 
have no cares for tho wants of tho body ; but 
such is not the cast*. We htiva n mortal part, 
a intiterial body, it clog of clay, which, tho 
much inferior to tho spiritual which ia with- 
in us, yet imperiously demands that wo lis- 
ten to its wants urnl gratify them. 


Too many heed only this voice, and eat. 


drink and sleep their lives awiiy in utter for- 
gotfuhiess, having cure for only the subordi- 
nate part of their being. 


Vegetables drsnv sustenance from the soil, 


by means of their roots. 
The sap ascends 


through lit.tlo vessels to their, leaves, and to 
all parts of the plant and nourishes them.- 


All orgtini/.ed beings must have n supply of 
aliment, in order to develop their substance, 
and maintain their activity. 


We find, in the organization of human be- 


ings, a variety of elements, nnd while thf* 
frame is being expanded, these must, be sup- 
plied in order to sustain the individual. This 
requirement continues, even when we arrive 
lit maturity, for then, thero is u constant dis- 
integration of the elements of the body. — 
The demand wilt be proportionate to the 
activity of the functions of Ufa find vitality. 


She then described the organs of Digestion, 


the mouth, the pharynx, the cesopagus, the 
salivary glands, the stomach, the duodenun, 
tho liicteals, tho thoracic duct, the spleen, the 
liver, and the alimentary canul. 
Tho inter- 


est in the description was greatly enhanced 
by an exhibition of the various organs from 


j tho manikin, especially the thoracic dutt, 
about which no one can possibly gain a cor- 
rect idea unless they see it in tho model.

As I nm not, and 
never expect to be, the next thing is to sug- 
gest u to those who are. And, if they have 


•n *s Illlive. tlte mercy of God in ice, they 


will hasten to coinniiinbrat* their gratitude 
in movidmg forthese—his brethren : " Aud 


yWBMoevur snall give to drink unto one of 


these lml« ones a cup of cold water bnty, in 
the name ofR disciple, verily I say nnto > ou 
fle sUall in no wise lose his reward." 


The oesophagus consists of rings, BO,that a 


person might swallow standing on his head, 
provided he coold once get-the-food through 
the first ring. 
Many animals, ns the cow, 


&c., swallow their food nnd drink, when it 
would seem impossible from the laws of gra- 
vity, because the rings of their throats pos- 
sessed contractile power. 


The swallowing of food is involuntary on 


our part, that mixed with saliva it passed in- 
to the cardiac orifice of the stomach,, was 
mingled with the gastric juice which oozed 
from the pnpilloe of the stomach ; that it wns 
subjected to n peristaltic motion from the 
muscular contractions of the stomach was 
formed into chyme, then passed through the 
pyloric orifice into the duodenun or second 
stomach, where, by the admixture of the 
bile from the liver and the pancreatic juice 
from the pancreas, it was formed iuto chyle. 
This passed through the whole length of the 
alimentary cannt, which-was six times aa 
long as the body.' 
When .the chyle Vha9 


passed through this loug tube, little vessels 
called the lacteals, on the inner side, take up, 
by the principle of exosmosis, which she fam- 
iliarly explained, the nutritious part of the 
food; these converge to the chylwn receptacu- 
lum, and then to the thoracic duct nloug the 
spinal column, and the cliy.le.t.hus finds its 
way into the left subclavian vein, and pass- 
es, with the venous bloikl, into the right 
auricle of the heart, where, she said, she 
would leave it till another dny. 
But, she remarked, the chyle from our food 
that we took, perhaps at dinner or break- 
fast, does not stop there, but in obedience to 
a vita! law that regulates' nil our fuoctipps, 
hastens on till prepared toi assimilation into 
bone, tissue ant] fibre. 


She said that there-had been nanny theo- 


ries on Digestion ; gave several, but that it 
remained for the immert»l Spallanzani, .nnd 
Dr. Beaumont, who recently died at St Lou- 
is, to prove by their many experiments— 
which she described-th»t the gartric juice of 
the stomach exercised tho solvent' power in 
reducing the food to chymt*. 


The immediate eiKiofDigeeiio"'" the for- 


mation of blood, which isthefoubtnin of life. 
The food and blood are .«o different that we 


might expect a long and winding way in this 
great process of assimilation. 


That we have a great advantage bfrer mat- 


ter, for while the tree is iadissohibty fixed by 
its roots in the dark earth, and has to draw 
nil its nourishment from the spot Where it 
is located or imprisoned, man dan foam the 
wide earth over, can visit the suntjy clime 
of the South, and can select nourishment 
from every quarter of the globe; that every 
science, every land, was subservient to the 
wants of his "physical niittire. The fish that 
sparkle in the briny deep, the feathered songs- 
ters of the grove, the noble animals that 
graze on the meadows—all are servants or 
subjects to the stomach,-'winch sometimes 
appears to be the reigning Deity. There 
are some animals without brains; many of 
the human species seem to h»vo but limited 
ones, nnd imperfectly developed nervous ays- 
terns, but there nre no animals without a 
stomach or an apology for one. 


She then alluded to the various opinions 


entertained by different physiologists with 
regard to dietetics. That sortie affirm that 
man is no hcrbicerotty animal ; that be should 
subsist on vegetable lood alone. This theory 
had many able supporters. Others affirm 
that man is an omnivorous animal, destined 
to procure his food from both the animal and 
vegetable kingdoms.

Students, nnd those who lend n sedentiir 


life, should pay strict nt.tentiou to their diet 


The quantity of food thitt, can be taken 


very grent. dipt. Parry, in his description 
of his Artie voyages, relates that n young 
Esquimtniux devoured, in 24 hours, 35 U>s 
of various kinds of food. Thnt a Hindoo hat 
eaten it whole sheep ; that Viteliius nnd 
others of the .Roman Emperors had so gor 
maudized that they hud swnllowed nearl; 
their whole kingdoms—nt least, impoverishet 
them. 


Nutrient food should be blended with innu 


tritious, if we would avoid indigestion, dya 
pepsin, &c. She enlarged oh dyspepsia,— 
related cases of the disease. The best red 
pe for it she had ever heard, WHS " to live 01 
sixpence a day und earn it." 


Another principle in Digestion is thatfood 


should be taken at- stated periods—that sys- 
tem regulated everything in nature—that 
" order is Heaven's first law" ; that tlit 
planets and comets did not move in a chance 
like, irregular manner; that day nnd nigh 
always succeeded each other; rhut when 
the darkness was expelled we expected the 
King of Day to rise in hia golden chariot it 
the East, &c. That it required three or foul 
hours to digest our food properly ; that we 
should let our stomachs rest, nnd not eat be- 
tween our regular meals. 
If we had no ap- 


petite for them, we only deranged out: stom- 
achs by continually tasting and nibbling. 
This she applied and dwelt upon with roferr 
euce to the feeding of children of every age 
nnd said that if there was a more correct 
knowledge of the laws of dietetics, children 
would be more healthy, and a better founda- 
tion would be laid in youth for future vitality 


That the stomach WHS one of the most in- 


dustrious and important organs in the whole 
body, but that we ought to treat it with more 
respect nnd deference; otherwise it woulc 
lay up a teas-fill reckoning ngainst us, and at 
someday will loudly call for n setllemeut.- 
ThiH we should niasticatrt our food finely, 
avoid rich gravies, condiments, &c. That i] 
we only understood chemistry practically, 
we should be enabled to know just what el- 
ements in our body were wanting, and just 
whrit to take, in our food or medicine, to sup- 
ply tho deficiency. 


She gave a very interesting nnalyiia of the 


great divisions of organic food into the Sac- 
charine, the Oleaginous, the Albuminous, and 
the Gelatinous. Explained what parts of the 
body these elements would form, and said 
that milk is the only article of food where 
Nature has mingled these vnrious elements. 
The CHsein being the albuminous, the butter 
the oleaginous, and the sugar being the sac- 
charine. -That this is the reason why chil- 
dren become so f;it nnd healthy from a milk 
diet. 


She said thnt bread is the stuff of life be- 


cnusft the wheat contains the gluten and the 
sturch, which will make muscle und fat— 
Snid if we could only interpiet till the mys- 
teries of nature by science, we should more 
plainly perceive the perfect adaptation be- 
tween cause nnd effect. 
That the mind af- 


fected the body, and exerted n controlling in- 
fluence over the stomach, and vice versa. The 
bereaved mother, oppressed at the loss of 
her darling child, flings the food away. 
She 


feeds on her grief till its bitterness has been 
nsfeuaged. That food may induce grossneas, 
brutality, may gtn'pify every sensibility of our 
nature; or it may promote nil the refine- 
ments of civilized eocietj'. 
But the spirit- 


ual essence has to fashion a body after its 
likt-ness. 


This human body of ours enables us to 


weep, to joy, to recreate, 'and to act. 
We 


know that if we did not eat life would cease. 


;The material form would still exist, but our 
voices would be hushed; the eye, dazzling 
in brilliance, would be dimmed forever; the 
athletic arm would be palsied. Can it be 
the gross food that imparts this life and ani- 
mation? 
Is ibis spiritual element bounded 


by hydrogen, oxygen nnd cnrbon ? This is a 
metaphysical question that we cannot solve. 


After speaking of the various diseases up- 


pertaining to the Digestive organs, advising 
us to live in a state of nature, to avoid the 
uso 01 deleterious drags, if we possibly 
could do so—she said that when we reflect 
that we are, as it were, rnade up of diet,— 
that every part of the body is formed from 
the blood—that the blood is made from the 
food that we eat, we shall take some thought 
of wbat wo eat.
